There will probably be no contest over 


the. other delegates-at-large -- Eaten, 
Spence and Hideout. 


Tonight a couple of district conven- 


tions were held. 


The first district elected E. V. Spencer 


of Lassen and D. T. Cote nf Sierra dis- 
trict delegates, and S. J. Matthews and 
J. T. Mattock alternates. 


The second district elected J. F. Kid- 


der of Grass Valley and A. J. Rhoades 
•of Sacramento delegates, and A. C. Voot- 
hies and Dr. N. Sposart alternates. 


After the convention adjourned to- 


night the committee on platform was in 
eeaaion.until after 12 o'clock, and at that 
time a platform had not been agreed 
upou by the committee. 


CALLED TO OH DBS, 


Precisely at 2 o'clock Irwiu C. Stamp, 


chairman of the state central committee, 
called the convention to order. He said:

There are 
four candidates for the two positions—- 
Otie and Johnson of LCB Angeles, Jack 
of San Luis Obispo and Porter of Mon- 
terey. 


The delegation held two meetings this 


afternoon, but did not accomplish any- 
thing, and finally adjourned until 9 in 
the morning. 


There is a well defined scheme on foot 


among the Los Augales delegation to 
ignore the northern part of the district 
and elect two delegates from Los An- 
geles.

The committee was in session from 3 
until after 6, aad finally tbo country 
delegates got tired of the wrangling by 
the San Francisco contingent and di- 
vided up the delegates between the two 
sides.

from the Thirty-fourth diitrict, 
and 


Barns and Wilson received the five dele- 
gates from the Thirty-sixth. This leaves 
San Francisco fifty-seven for Burns and 
Wilson and fifty-three for Kelly and 
Crimmloa. 


STOCKTON, May 4,—The Republican 


state convention met tbia morning as per 
adjournment last pigbt.

Chairman Neff opened the convention 


at U o'clock this morning by stating that 
he hoped the convection would not 
waste time in disposing of the bnainees.

committee then read the platform. 


The Republican party of the state of

Tbe Nicaragua canal, by 


means of which tbe distance between the 
Atlantic and Pacific aea ports of onr 
country will be shortened by 10,000 miles, 
thus affording a highway for quick and 
cheap transportation, IB without limit, 
and is an enterprise which, if properly 
guarded, can never be monopolized by 
any private interest, and because of its 
voat importance to the commerce of tho 
world and especially to the states and 
territories contiguous to our eea coast. 
We urge upon congress to take such 
action as will inanre an early completion 
of said canal and at the same time secure 
tbe control of the canal to the govern-

A Womaii Horribly llangled and 


Mutilated by Her Young 


Kephew. 


CHICAGO, May 3.—A murder 
hat 


rivals for cruelty and horror tho fates of 
the numerous victims in London's White 
Chapel districts was committed early 
this evening in the house of Michael 
Walsh an Washbarne avenue. 


The victim waa Mrs. .Bridget Walsh. 


Walsh returned home from work a few 
minutes altar 6 o'clock and found the 
front, dcor locked, and after gaining an 
entrance to the house through the 
kitchen began a eerch for his wife. 


Noting a strong, disagreeable odor 


from the bedroom he went there and 
found the room partially darkened. As 
tho window curtains were lowsred he 
raised them and a pile of rags met bis 
gaze. The firat piece of cloth he lifted 
was etained with blood. He then threw 
the pile aside and there foand on the 
blood Btained carpet the nude body of 
his wife with sixtvuve gaBBee, varying 
iu length from half an inch to a foot, 
which told the story of the death that 
came to her. 


There waa a violent straggle as was 


ehown by the disarrangement of tho fur- 
niture aud the splattered blood. 


Not satisfied witb killing his victim 


the slayer EO horribly disfigured the 
corpse that even Walsh could hardly 
recognize, by gaging on the dead body, 
his own wife. 


From tht crown of the woman's head 


to the feet were cuts in every conceiv- 
able direction. 


The wounds were most numerous on 


the breast and lower limbs where the 
flesh waa ripped and hacked in places 
until the skin bang in shreds. 


Along the upper part of the right 1 eg 


was a-gash over a foot in length. 


Along the rear side of this woand a 


row of smaller gashes was made with 
uniform length and evenly arranged aa 
if to give a horribly artistic finish to the 
work. 


On the left breast immediately over 


the heart, waa a pair of long bladed 
shears that had been driven into the 
flesh. Immediately under them was a 
small round hole resembling a bullet 
wound, bat there was no traces of pow- 
der barns. 


A broom that had evidently been 


carried from the kitchen into the bed' 
room, bad been broken and the handle 
was thrust through tbe entire length of 
the woman'a trunk. 


From the lower portion to tho throat 


pieces of the vital organs were torn off 
and carried along by the blunt end of the 
wood and the month was filled by 
bloodied flesh. The broom handle had 
been throat up with terrible force'for tbe 
woman's body waa terribly torn and por- 
tions of the organs were left lying on th« 
floor. 


All the wonnds were evidently inflicted 


by tbe shears. 


For a moment the sight of his wife's 


body so unnerved Walsh that ho was 
unable to act. Recovering himself he 
notified the police. Upon arriving the 
police examined the room where the 
body was foand, and on a narrow bed 
the pillowi were covered with blood. 
On the walls also were great splotches. 
The bedclothes were stainad, and the 
rogi which covered the body, along with 
which alao Mis. Walsh's clothing, were 
saturated with blood. 


The police made a hasty survey of the 


situation and started on a search for tha 
perpetrator of tbe outrage. 


Their efforts ware rewarded, for within 


f«nr hours the. self canfesstd mnrdtrer 
was arrested in the person of Thomas 
Walsh of 1653 Washbone avenue, tha 
dead woman's nephew. 


When the prisoner was taken to the 


station he acknowlsdged that he was the 
guilty party, and said that be and Mrs. 
Walsh hod betn drinking together and 
he had made an improper proposal to 
her whereupon she slapped his face. He 
then drew a knife and stabbed her. The 
sight of blood suddenly drove him in- 
sane, with thn result that he mangled 
and tore the poor woman as related 
above.

convention by railroad politicians is ex- 
plained. To Senator Stanford, person- 
ally, there are much leas aerioca objec- 
tions thin to Senator Stanford, tbe rail- 
road millionaire, and fur many years the 
presides t of a gigantic and oppressive 
monopoly. 
As the latter, a very large 


majority of the Republicans of California 
are opposed to his preeidenUal ftflpir- 
a'ionn, if he haa any, and if a job ia put 
up to eend a delegation for him to the 
national convention, the only result will 
be to divide and demoralize the party in 
thia Etate, and invite defeat, where vie* 
tory would otherwise be easy and cer- 
tain.

in the company when incorporated, fto 
sifts we expected without a retnrn. 
With the aubBfiriptiouB mentioned as se- 
curity several capitalists and railroad 
building companies are ready to take the 
bonds and make the roads. With proper 
energy and a little liberality dictated by 
good judgment on the part of the wealthy 
citizens here and in other counties af- 
fected, the work of construction may 
commence •within the present year. 


The importance of this road to this 


county, northern Santa Barbara and tbe 
upper San Joaqoin valley need not be 
mentioned, as it ia apparent, and will be 
like the opening of southern California 
by the Southern Pacific and the Santa 
Fo systems, with tho advantage in our 
favor of having a better harbor than has 
Los Angeles at San Padrn. The South- 
ern Pacific will bring us tourists; tbe 
cast and weat will bring us commerce 
and manufactures. The firat, with its 
tyrannous exactions and long hauls, for- 
bids development, while the other, with 
ite short haute, excellent and cheap har- 
bor, favors development in every branch 
of agriculture, mining, manufacture and 
health resorts of the richest and uioet 
favored section of tho state and of tha 
earth.

A DECISION* has joat been rendered by 


the supreme court of Indiana which 
throws some light ou the relations be- 
tween courts and newspapers, says the 
Los Angeles Times. Messrs. Fishbacfc 
and Allen, respectively, are editor and 
publisher of a newspaper that preferred 
a charge against Judge Taylor, of [lie 
Terra Haute court.that he had prevented 
a grand jury from making investigation 
concerning alleged corruption in con 
tracts and construction of sewera in that 
city. The judge construed the charge to 
be in derogation of his office and lined 
Fishback and Allen for contempt o\ 
court. They refused to pay. and were 
sentenced to imprisonment, whereupon 
they appealed to the supreme bench. 
Tbe appellate court found that the arti- 
cles published by Fiahback aiid Allen 
were not in contempt of court, inasmuch 
aa they did not attribute dishonest or un- 
worthy motives to the judge, bat were 
mere decorous criticisms of what ap- 
peared to tbe editor and publisher to be 
neglect of duty by the judge or the grace 
jury, or both of them. Judge Olds, in 
expressing the opinion ot the full bench 
said: "It ought to be understood tha 
tbe public presa has rights with which 
no courts have power to interfere. It i 
to bo noted, also, that there are limita 
beyond which no self-respecting news 
paper will ever pass." This ia gooi 
ethics as well as good jurisprudence. I 
will be A bud day for America if it i 
ever decided that courts are above criti 
cism.

This is i; Kiunll. dark colored, two 


•(ringed fly. al-ont one-eighth of au inch 
long iiml pi^tprtl nuu-h lilto tho wheat 
midgo, both belontiiiig to the same order 
and family of insecta. The malo (Fig- 
I) Is more slender tban tbe female (Fig. 
2). which, when full ot eggs, glightly re- 
sembles a diminutive mosquito moder- 
ately full of blood. The life of the in- 
sect in the adult stage is abort, the male 
dying soon after pairing and tho female 
BOOH after opposition. The egg (Fig. 
3 a) is about one-fiftieth of an iuch long, 
of a dnll reddish color. Tho larva or 
maggot (Fig. 4 b) is, when iirst batched, 
of a nearly whito color, with a tingo of 
rod, but later they are very light green, 
clouded with wbito. Tho pupa (Pig. 
4 tl) is f ormeVl nnder cover of the pnpa- 
rinm (Fig, 3 c), whicb last ia known as 
tho "flaxseed" stage, on account of its 
resemblance to a firucseed in form and 
color. 


The eggs aro deposited by tbo female 


very Boon after she hatches from tbo 
"flaxseetl," on the upper eido of tho leaf, 
as a rule, as indicated in Fig. 5. This

This pest 
suffers much from the attacks of several 
minnte parasites, which attack and de- 
stroy it in both tho egg and larval or 
maggot atago. Those arc small, nraally 
dark colored, four winged insects, quite 
well illustrated by Fig 0. 


Professor Riley has during the past 


year imported from England a foreign 
species of these parasites, somo of which 
have, T>y his iustruction, been turned 
loose in tho fields in tho vicinity of Co- 
Inmbua, wvfh, the hope that they will bo 
coiae established in the state. Prevent- 
ive measures may be noticed as follows: 
Sowing at tho proper time; burning the 
stubble; rotation of crops; sowing long, 
narrow plata in iatc summer aa baits; 
applying quick acting fertilizers to seri- 
ously infested fields in tho fall in order 
to encourage attacked plants to throw 
up fresh tillers, and to increase the vigor 
of these that they may make sufficient 
growth to withstand tho winter. 
. After the fly bas gained possession of 
a field. Entomologist Webster, of tho 
Ohio agriculture station, sayo, in the 
bulletin from which the foregoing is fin 
extract, that ho knows of no application 
that can be made whicli will destroy it. 
Doubtless pasturing tbe field, if early 
sown, will often result in reducing the 
numbers of the pest, besides giving to 
tho ground that compact, pulverized 
nature which it should have had ut the 
first. No doubt many larvsa and "flaT-

seeds" by this means wonld bo crushed, 
but very few would enter into the food 
of the animals grazing thereon Tmless 
tho plants were pulled up, both stem and 
roots. 


Following are some suggestions aa to 


seeding. First, get good seed, the larg- 
est and best grain. Plow early; get a 
compact, smooth, well pulverized seed 
bed, so that the aeetl will be evenly cov- 
ered. Nothing will pay better than this. 
With everything in readiness, wait pa- 
tiently until the fly lias emerged, and, 
largely at least, disappeared, then sow 
your grain as carefully and as well as 
yon would if you were planting your 
last dollar. In ordinary Reasons the sire 
(seed), with tho assistance of mother 
earth, will give you a growth of sturdy, 
hardy, thrifty plants that will have 
dodged the fly, escaped the rust and will 
go into winter in better condition than 
if sown e^rly and in a slipshod manner. 
In the spring this grain will meet even a 
quite severe attack of the fly and the 
effect will partake more of that of the 
pinning knife than the sickle. Rich soil 
will of ".ourse have the advantage, but 
if not rich do not'abttse it because it ia 
poor, AS that ia all the more reason for 
good culture.

voters ia the outlying precincts in this 
way can be as readily and easily reached 
aa though they lived under the shadow 
of the c<mrt bouse.

Mr. Forbes, however, sayb that the uttt- 
listira for iho wholo of tho war on tho 
German siilo prove that over 00 per cent, 
wero duo to viflo fire, about 9 per cent, 
to artillery, antl about 1 per cent, to cold 
steel.

[n con-venation with, a prominent fruit 
grower tbe latter exprasBed himself as 
'ollows on this matter: 


'If the time bntw-een California and 


New York and California and Chicago 
could be reduced and kept uniform I be- 
ieve onr fruit growers would profit aa 
much aa they would from a redaction in 
rates. Of course, 1 am also iu favor of a 
redaction in fre!t;ht rates, but if we can- 
not get thnt the heat the railroad com- 
>any can do for ua ia to give as faster 
Fruit trains. 
. "The shipments of 2teen fruits from 
.his couaty show an increase every year, 
nut we cannot expect to make the big 
shipments we should until we get faster 
service. As it ia now the acmco ia un- 
certain. It may take a shipment thirteen 
days to arrive ia Kew York, and it may 
be on tho road as long as eighteen under 
unfavorable clrcumataacea. 


"I see that in other fruit growing 


localities of this atate thifl matter ia re- 
ceiving considerable attention and the 
drawers are demanding an eight or nine 
day freight service to New York. IE we 
secure thia onr fruit will arrive theie in 
mme condition, with the result that it 
rill bring higher pricea. With the pres- 
ent slow service there ia hardly a ship- 
neut in which there is not a losa from 
:he ftuit arriving in an overripa condi- 
;ion. 
Not infrequently these losses are 


mportant. As the price of fruit de~ 
pende mainly upon iti condition after 
arriving at its destination the import- 
ance of faster service to the growers can- 
not be overestimated. 


"It has also been suggested that^tho 


Southern Pacific mate all fruit shipping 
lointa terminal points, no matter where 
ocated, and I approve the suggestion. 
There an a number of large fruit ship- 
aing points where the shippers have to pay 
a high local rate to reach the main line. 
The shippers should make an effort to 
iave these locals dono away with, bnt 
sy all means let them unite in demand- 
In); faster service to eastern markets.

;ld be found the evidences of rcfine- 


!iic:it and cultivation. If in the articles 


which the dwellings aud the per- 


toiis of the nch are adorned ono does 
int find evidences of good taste it is in- 
Qood a discouraging outlook for the 
sse!.-cr, aud yet it is in precisely in these 
things that tho most flagrant violations 
of all .esthetic cauons are encouraged. 


One lias but to consider tho tricks of 


tlio makers of jewelry to understand the 
extent to which thin evil has gone. Tho 
last whim of th^e makers of slang is to 
bo seen in the windows of the jeweler 
wrought out in precious stones. Now 
the art of tho cunning goldsmith is de- 
voted to the making of pigs iu gold and 
gems, now it is some other beast equally 
inartistic, agaUi II is some idiotic pnu, 
which is enshrined in costly stones or 
rich enamel, and yet ag.iin the para- 
phernalia of the turf, the gaming table, 
or what not, absorla the best skill 
which tho modern world can show in 
this line. Even worse are the coarse 
and vulgar designs which aro to be seen 
in tho cases of respectable jewelers of 
the feminine leg or font, the suggestive 
find semi-indecent ornaments which ap- 
peal to the taste of certain classes, not 
oiilj" of men, but of women, who are ap- 
parently perfectly proper members of 
society. 


The designs of furniture and bric-a- 


brac are, if anything, worse. It is true 
that there aro good designs to bo found, 
bnt it is nn less true that the reign of 
cheap vulgarity ia at its triumphant 
height The hard and unsympathetic 
execution of mechanical means which 
would be tolerable only when directed 
by the most delicate and sympathetic 
taste is made tho more detectable by the 
coarse and forced manner in which it is 
nsed. When tho designer goes to the 
past to purloin a design, if ho wishes to 
liii, Ibo popular taste be selects some ro- 
C:JL-O motive of the worst period, and as 
a rulo.it is jwpular in direct proportion 
to its worthlessnes-?. 


When one compares tho ornaments ol 


today with those of the times of our 
ijrandfathere bo may well ask whether 
our grandchildren will have as much 
reason to respect their heirlooms 83 wt 
have to look -with prido upon ours. I 
one takes the BO called souvenir spoons 
\vith which the shop windows have been 
rilled, how many of them are even toler 
nble iu design? 


It ia always easier to find fault than 


to find out a'remedy, and it is uudoubt 
edly true that in tho proeent caso_-th 
matter is largely the result of the in 
crease of material prosperity onion 
those classes where neither tasto nor ii 
telligenco haa had timu to be developed 
The markets are controlled lo a grea 
extent by tha new rich, and it i:i not un 
natural that the impress of their vulgar 
ity should be left in a broad mark upo 
the arts of tho time. It is no less tru 
abroad, however, than it is in this conn 
try that the designers liavo apparcntl 
degenerated, and the explanation give 
does not so well apply abroad as in th' 
country. 


No doubt tho taste of Ibo world 


being educated, but the problem toda 
J3 lo educate the tasto of -tho many ii 
stead of tho taste of tlie few, nnd it 
far more difficult than any which has 
over been presented to tha devotees o 
the rcKthetic in tho history ftf civilizatio 
before.—Boston Courier.

other fluids, its lowest levals—the litiio 
vaileiB or chaiiuclaof ancient streams, 
till hers it pacned, concealed and was 
stiffened iutu reck. Its fouutaiuhead, 
tho crater of an old volcano, lies east- 
ward, high in t!i« Sierras. There werp 
manv succPfisive outfloirB overlying one 
iinother before tho tubletwaB completed. 
U then lay in a deep ravino bordered by 
towering hills, but now not only have 
tbe liiilti been gnawed away, but the 
deep gorge of tbe San Joaqnin and th& 
broad valley of JDry creek have bt=ea ex- 
-avntcd tthng its flanks, leaving it high 
perched iu air. 


Now, 
if we trace thia strong river up-' 


ward to ita source, wo eball find wide, 
art'as of thia same baealt ou tbe heade of 
the San Joaqnin and Kings rivers. And 
following the high Sierras northward, 
the olri !abfi3 and rivers of lava, once 
glowlug with lurid fires, now cold and 
dead, are found through all tbe moun- 
tain cinntiy of California, expanding 
into the vast lava fields of Modoc, and con- 
tiuuiujf through Oregon, Washington, 
Brn'nb Columbia and Alaska, into the 
Arctic circle. On following Pouthwanl 
the same liveie of fire are seen to have 
scarred ev/ry league of the mountain 
elopes along tbis mighty backbone of the 
earth, Gmbrudng the 
Cordilleras of 


Mexico, Central America and Punama, 
and the toweriue Andes of South Amer- 
ica, to Terra del Fucgn. 


There can be no doubt tbat at one' 


time there wero uplifted along thib Pa- 
cific coast 10,000 miles ol volcanic bea- 
cons, spiuting iufernal flames into the 
lurid eliy, from Alaska tu Cape Horn, 
while couotleaa rivers of fluid Ore poured 
out from over-brimming goblets to form 
innumerable atony lakes or lava beds, 
with hundreds of euch petrified streams 
as that which may bo seen from tho 
ciurt house windows. 


GBAND OLD EARTnQDAKKH. 


Such exhibitions must have been at- 


tended with very startling phenomena. 
The terrific noises, the thunder of the 
eruptions, the roaring of the lava-march 
dosvnwaid over precipices, forests and 
riveia would alona have been intolerable. 
Hut the worst incidenta would have been 
the. starting of the firm earth from ita 
foundations, the bodily upheaval of 
thousands of square miles of granite, the 
bursting of the earth'e cruet, the- rend- 
ing of adamantine rocks, the crashing 
aud grinding of contending mountains, 
the jerking, rocking, tossing and swing- 
ing of the billowy earth, which must 
have continued with little cessation fora 
long series of ages. 


Different opinions are held as to the 


causes of anch convulsions. The major* 
ity of those who have well considered tbe 
courue uf natural events avow belief that 
tb.9 earth was onco n molten globe, 
which, cooling, acquirer! a lirrn surface. 
Cool i n« still uure aud ahritikiug in size, 
its ill fkttdg crust wrinkled into ridges 
and mountain chains. That.the lifting 
up of these elevations and settling down 
of other portions of the flexible cruet 
upon the liquid mass within,Bodislnrbed 
ita equilibrium tbat fiery atrexuiB were 
forced through many vents to the sur- 
face, producing all the phenomena of 
volcanoes and earthquakes. 


And BB tho cooling process is still go- 


ing on, the Bam9 mechanical agencies 
are still producing the same results. It 
is oleo claimed .that these occurrences 
arethedirecfeTfacta of tbe operation of 
natural laws; and that going back to 
that early time when our solar system 
existed only aa a vaporous maeB rotating 
on ita axis, the natural laws which gov- 
ern the motions of matter and the radia- 
tion of heat, would have compelled not 
only the formation of mountains, and the 
institution of volcanoes and earthquakes, 
but likewise all the subsequent even's 
which have col mi dated in the present 
condition of our plani-.t a«d all its living 
organizations; and that no band has 
ever interfered to disturb the mathe- 
matical regularity of this march of 
COE- 


mical eventi. 


THE CRANE'S THEORY. 


But to mo recent grave utterances 


courageously eeeay to sweep away all 
the clouds which from the advent of tbe 
humanlrace down to the latest Vacaville 
tremor have shrouded this subject with 
mystery. We are solemnly aennred that 
all the thrills and dancings of thn primal 
Btar-dnet, all quiverings and shaking^ of 
tlie viecii cosmic masses, all eruptions 
and ebullitions o! the slowly solfdifving 
Birth, all turbulences and erratic pranks 
in which iu heaving crust has indulged, 
not only since Adam's birthday, bat for 
innnmeroas eon« previously, have been 
intended solely to expreta Heaven's 
abhorrent* of sin! 
To tbis end alone then, the Pacific 


coast ranges, the Appalachian chain, ttm 
European, African and Asian mountains 
and the volcanic isles of the BOB, have 
each given birth to whole broods of 
earthqoakefl, which, eince the first ap- 
pearance of man, have pitilessly whelm- 
ed with hideous travesty of justice, mil- 
lions of the good and bad alike, in awful 
and indiscriminate carnage.

torn the earth's bosom asunder, now 
rack and convulse the surface of oar 
great orb of day—the fitill unfinished 
eurj- The fearful earthquake topiings 
and volcanic explosions tbat disfigure ita 
radiant faco are read'ly seen by human 
eyes with slight assistance from the tel- 
escope. And tbe contorted features of 
the silvery moon—the blasted and up 
reared pinnacles, the horrid aud fathom-
